objects of the new organization just 
formed.

JOSEPH BUTLIN 


Another picturesque figure of the 
old days of the North West Mounted 
Police has answered his “last post” 
call, in the person of: Joseph Butlin, 
who was one of the originals of the 
pioneer force, whose ranks he joined 
in the year 1874. Mr.’ Butlin passed 
away at his farm at in the Morning- 
side district Saturday morning 
last. He had not been’enjoying good 
health for some time but was uble to 
be about the house. On Friday even- 
ing he retired as usual’but during the 
night he was seized with a paralytic 
stroke, and during the day, without re- 
gaining consciousness,, he answered 
the call to the other world. He was 
born at Kingston, Ont., and was aged 
sixty-seven years 2nd eight months. 

Deceased came to’ the “wild west” 
at the age of seventeen, and jofned 
the North West Mounted Police. He 
saw active service in‘the rebellion of 
1885, and he told’ many thrilling stor- 
ies of. his experiences uring: « those 
troublesome "thires, * i A ehich ho~hud 
many narrow escapes with his life. 
At the close of the rebellion, he en- 
tered the employ of P. Burns & Co, as 
a butcher, and after working at Mac- 
leod and other places, he came to 
Wetaskwin in 1901, and took chargo 
of the slaughter house and yards here 
for Burns & Co. In 1912, he resigned 
his position to accept the post of In- 
dian agent at Hobbema, which office 
he held until about three years ago, 
when he was compelled to resign on 
account of ill-health. He then moved 
to the Morningside district, where 
several of his sons are located. 

Some years ago he joined the Ea- 
monton branch of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police Veterans’ association 
and was always glad to mingle with 
his old comrades and recall the many 
incidents of the past.. The late Mr, 
Butlin was very well informed about 
the province, as he travelled over 
nearly every district, and was a close 
observer. His death removes a ty- 
pical old timer, and there pre very 
few of his type left. 

He leaves to mourn his loss, a widow 
one daughter, Mrs. Corp. Shultz, of 
Fort Resolution, ans cight sons, one 
being in Washington, two in Calgary, 
and five in the Morningside district. 
He also leaves two brothers and two 
sisters in Ontario. 

The funeral took place on Monday 
afternoon, the remains being taken 
from the train to Immanuel church, 
Wetaskiwin, where service was con- 
ducted by Rev. W. J. James. The in- 
terment was in the Wetaskiwin ceme- 
tery, the pallbearers being old-timers 
In Wetaskiwin, who were associated 
with the deceased in the early days.

DOZEN OIL WELLS 
TO BE PUT DOWN 
AT WAINWRIGHT 


Lethbridge, Jan. 21-- Unprecedented 
development: in the oil fields of Al- 
berta, from Wainwright to the border 
was predicted for the coming spring 
and summer by Mark C. Rogers, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Oil and Refining 
compuny, one of the leading independ- 
ent operators in western Canada, in 
an interview on Friday. 

“We will continue operations on 
our acreage both at the border and 
in the new field, northeast ‘of Medi- 
cine Hat, and south of the Wainwright 
field. We are again drilling at the 
border and making good headway. We 
were held up recently for some time 
waiting for a large boile: from Cal- 
gary. The well is in yood condition 
and we expect ycod progress now un- 
til we complete the well.” Mr. Rogers 
said. 

Representatives of the company 
who went east last fall to raise funds 
for development purposes are meeting 
with good success, Mr. Rogers said. 
Financial men in the east are show- 
ing a genuine interest in oil explora- 
tions in this part of the dominion. 
Mr. Rogers is confident of raising the 
funds needed to carry out the com- 
pany’s drilling program for 1924. 

With respect!’ to the Wainwright 
tleld, ‘no ‘less’ than “a” ddzen wdllg ure 
already certain to be put down, accord- 
ing to Mr. Rogers, who keeps a close 
tab on oil development all over the 
continent. The other fields are also 
due for general activity with the re- 
sumption of field operations in the 
spring.

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The Highways 


Policy

The department of-public-works of 
the province ‘has announced a pro- 
gram of highways which will not be 
completed for five years. 'The minis- 
ter of public works has also announc- 
ed, in a general way, the plans of 
construction and of financing. 

The need of improved highways 
throughout the province cannot be 
questioned. The.method of preparing 
& program to extend over a term of 
years ig very commendable. Alberta 
has spent’a large amount of money on 
highways in the past, with the mini- 
mum of results. It it keeps up a 

! policy of patchwork, we shall not have 

very. good highways. The plan of 
financing. the roads, selling bonds for 
three and a half million dollars and 
setting aside a certain portion of the 
returns from the motor licenses, 
seems to be a fairly good plan for or- 
ganization of the undertaking. The 
government expects that the federal 
grant will meet nearly half of the 
amount to be expended, leaving $2,- 
000,000 for the province to meet. An 
expenditure of three and a half mil- 
lion dollars in five yearg is not a very 
elaborate program, and is not going 
to get us very far in building high- 
ways. That would mean an expendi- 
ture of something lie $700,000 every 
year. How far will $700,000 go in 
building really good highways? 

The highway problem is one of the 
most important which the government 
has to face. There is a special need 
for good highways, now that the motor 
tourist business hag become of such 
great importance. But it is very 
doubtful if we can say that we have 
even approached it, when we decide 
to spend $3,500,000 for the next five 
years, of which th. federal govern- 
ment will supply $2,000,000.

The newly appointed chief of staff 
‘of the French army has been pictuc- 
‘ing what the next war will be. Blec- 
itricity, tanks, aeroplanes, and gas are 
‘the elements which he thinks will 
outrank infantry and even artillery. 


“The unfortunate infantrymen may 
‘be obliged,” he says, “to remain cloak- 
‘ed in an impermeable cape, with in- 
‘sulated shoes on hig ‘feet, ‘if not a 
whole insulated costume, in order to 
protect himself against the effects ‘of 
electricity. Both petroleum and gas 
may soon be only child’s play in com- 
Parison to electricity as an important 
factor in war, and it may now be ex- 
pected that science will soon capture 
electric waves and 80 group them 
and multiply their power as to render 
useless all previous inventions. In 
ithe next war the fate of the civilian 
population will be very precarious, 
and it is now necessary to organize 
ithe construction of collective shelters, 
where civilians may remain through- 
out the military operations.” 

This is not a pleasant picture. The 
“pride, pemp and circumstance of 
glorious war” will en tircly ‘disappear 
amid such conditions. 

With the developments that are tak- 
ing place there can be no doubt that 
unless some agency is found by which 
the nations can settle their quarrels 
by some other means, humanity will 
eventually destroy itself. The chief 
of staff, by his forecast, greatly 
strengthened the hands of those who 
are secking an agency for an adjudi- 
eation of international disputes with- 
out recourse to armed conflict.

Definite Policy of Immigration for 
Canadian National Railways 


HEN, a little more than a 
W year ago, Sir Henry W, 


Thornton, K.B.E., was 
chosen to head the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, 


one of his first 
acts was. to put * 
into motion ma- | 
chinery for aid- © 
ing in the coloni- 
zation and de- 
velopment, of Can- 
ada, particularly 
along the lines of 
the National Sys- 
tem. He realized 
that one of the 
crying needs of 
Canada was for 
more population. 
and he has since 
been quoted, on 
several occasions 
as saying that if 
Canada had a® 
population of 
twenty-five — mil- 
lon people, Can- 
ada would have 
no railway pro- 
blem. 

_ The organiza- 
tion of a depart- 


Dr. W. 
ment to look after colonization and 
development was entrusted by Sir 
Henry to Mr. W. D. Robb, Vice- 
President, and Mr. Robb at once 
proceeded to build up the necessary 
organization to look after this most 


important national work. Investi- 
gations, conferences and careful 


planning yradually brought into 
being an effective department, the 
effort of the year culminating in 
the engagement of Dr. W. J. Black, 
Deputy Minister of Immigration 
and Colonization in the Federal 
Government, as Manager of the 
Colonization and Development De- 
partment of the Canadian National 
Railways, with headquarters — in 
London, England, That was early 
in the Fall of 1928. Dr. Black pro- 
ceeded at once to Great Britain, 
where he spent some weeks carry- 
ing out a series of investigations. 
These completed, he returned to 
Canada and a general conference 
of all officers of the department 
was called and a definite plan of 
colonization and development was 
drawn 1 and announced. — This 
was the first definite announcement 
on Immigration to be announced 
in Canada, 


Dr. Black's Career 

In engaging Dr. Black, the Can- 
adian National Railways secured 
an officer who is probably better 
acquainted with the immigration 
needs of Canada, and the best 
methods of remedying those needs, 
than any other man inthe coun- 
try. All his life he has been con- 
nected with the argricultural in- 
dustry and has run the gauntlet of 
all its intricate phases. He wag 
born and brought up on a farm in 
Dufferin @ County, Ontario, and in 
1902 graduated from the Ontario 
Agricultural’ College ‘with a To- 
ronto University degree. At his 
graduation he was appointed edi- 
tor of thé “Farmers’ Advocate,” 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, and he held 
this post for two years. In 1905 
he joined the Government of Mani- 


- toba as Deputy Minister of Agri- 


culture, a post which he left the 
following year to became President 
of the Manitoba Agricultural Col- 
lege, He remained in this import- 
ant position until 1916, when he be-

—— To contribute to the dissemina- 
tion of information concern- 
ing the vast and ‘extensive na- 
tural resources of the Domin- 
ion and the widespread oppor- 
tunities for industrial develop- 
ment, so that’ capital may be 
attracted from other countries 
and invested where enterprises 
will be legitimately rewarded. 


3—To promote the land settle- 
ment of new Canadians under 
conditions that will ensure the 
maximum possibility of sue- 
cess in their farming opera- 
tions, and enable them to en- 
Joy such social and religious 
institutions as are necessary to 
individual happiness and con- 
tentment. 

4-—To encourage improvement in 
agriculture, that more diversi- 
fied methods may be employed 
in farming, and that crop, 
livestock, and dairy production 
may be increased in accord- 
ance with market demands and 
prospects, 

5—To assist by organized effort 
in the immigration of young 
people of desirable type. and 
character, especially from 
Great Britain; and ‘in’ their 
placement in respectable rural 
homes where they may become 
qualified to participate in con- 
structive activities and acquire 
citizenship of distinct value to 
Canada. 

6—To aid in the development of 
new opportunities for service 
and to facilitate every effective 
means of selecting immigrants 
physically fit and anxious for 
work.

| BUFFALO HUNT AT WAINWRIGHT 


After becoming an almost for- 
gotten memory, even to the oldest 
plainsmen in the west, buffalo 
steaks, tongues, and pemmican 
will again grace the .menus of 
many of the leading hotels of the 
continent, as well as of railway 
dining cars. . 

The buffalo, one-time monarch of 
the plains, is again about to figure 
as an article of food. At Wain- 
wright, Alberta, on the main line 
of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, the Canadian Government 
herd has increased to such an ex- 
tent that it has been found neces- 
sary to slaughter 2,000 of the ani- 
mals this fall. There are now 8,- 
800 buffaloes in the herd, which was 
started sixteen years ago by the 
purchase of 716 buffalo from 
Michael Pablo, a Mexican half- 
breed rancher of Montana. As this 
number is too great for the Goy- 
ernment to maintain, and also as 
the comparative increase of the 
sexes of the animals makes it ne- 
cessary that many of the bulls be 


which have already been received 
indicate that all of the products of 
the herd will find a ready market 
at prices which will go a long way 
toward paying for the upkeep of 
the herd. 

The hunt this fall, which takes 
place on November 1st, will im 
some ways be reminiscent of the 
old days when the Indian hunted 
the lordly buffalo all over the 
northwestern plains.

WHEAT POOL 


HOW IT WORKS OUT OVER IN 
AUSTRALIA 


(Denilquin, N.S.W., Independent) 


H | At the conclusion of the meeting on 


| Thursday of last week of shareholders 
iin tho Deniliquin Cooperative Weigh- 
bridge Ca. Ltd., those present were ad- 
dressed by Messrs, H. McClelland, 
and D, H. Gibson, chairman and direc- 
tor respectively of the Victorian Wheat 
Corporation Ltd., regarding the acti- 
vities of the voluntary wheat pool. 
Mr. McClelland, at the outset of his 
remarks, expressed regret that the 
members of the corporation had been 
unable to visit Deniliquin at an earlier 
date. The corporation had been in ex- 
istence for two seasons, and when he 
told them that they had handled wheat 
worth between £15,000,000 and £16,- 
000000,000, they would realize that 
the busness necessitated their being 
kept in the office during the market- 
ing period. When he told them that 
in the marketing of all that wheat 
they did not contract a penny of bad 
debt, it would give the lle to the 
statement that it would be impossible 
for four farmerg to do the whole of 
the marketing of Victoria’s wheat. Not 
only had they marketed the crop, but 
had received full value for it; they 
had got thousands of pounds more 
than if the wheat had been marketed 
on a pre-war basis. In the first year 
the voluntary pool was able to return 
a higher price than obtained for wheat 


ing that the pool wag the factor that 
contributed to the open market price. 
The first open market wheat in 1921- 
22 season sold as low as four shillings 
a bushel, while in the voluntary pool 
that year the price realized was six 
shillings per bushel on a seaboard 
basis. One reason why such a low 
price was obtained in the open market 
was because of tho false reports re- 


garding the oversé4g market and In1- 


dividual farmers were not in a posi- 
tion to know the true state of affairs. 
It might be news to those present to 
know that the Australian wheat grow- 
er received more for his wheat than 
any grower in the world. In the out- 
back parts of America wheat was sel- 
ling as low as 3g 3d per bushel, and
